The railroads will gen 
erally accept less than carload freight 
for those outlying points to which such 
freight can now be promptly handled 
“The members of the managers 
committee living out of the city have 
returned to their homes, other duties 
in connection with their own lines re­

“There are no reports of disturbance 
at any points.” 
Mr. Slade, commenting on the state 
ment, said that the shippers had been 
given a list of the places to which 
shipments

ments would be accepted, three points 
where the switchmen went out nearly 
as solid as in the Twin City yards.

SHUT 
DOWN 


Only One Is Turning a Wheel in Min 
neapolis. 
Minneapolis, Dec. 2.—Only one floui 
mill in Minneapolis, and that a small 
one, is turning a wheel. 
The tieuj. 
caused by the strike of the switchmen 
has completely hlocKed the flour cen 
ter of the world and between 3,000 and 
3,500 mill hands and 2,000 others are 
idle. 
W here for several montns past all 
records of flour production have been 
shattered, the single mill of the Rus 
sell-Miller Milling company is hum 
ming. 
Even this one mill, should the 
strike not end in a day or two, must 
cease work. 
Altogether there were twenty-three 
mills operating in Minneapolis. 
They 
were just at the end of the rush sea 
son when the strike came. They were 
however, running heavy and would 
have worked, many of them, day and 
night until after the holidays. 
Hundreds of families are dependent 
upon the turning of the wheels foi 
their living and the strike, coming just 
at Christmas, saddens the condition. 
Not only are the mill hands affected, 
but about 2,000 freight handlers and 
employes of commission houses, bafe 
factories, steel works and numerous 
other vocations, and several hundred 
more men will be laid off.

When the president was in Minneap­ 
olis in September he asked Senator 
Nelson to come to Washington in ad­ 
vance of the meeting of congress to 
discuss changes in the Sherman anti­ 
trust act that Mr. Taft had under con­ 
sideration at that time. 
Upon the advice of his cabinet the 
president decided that it would be wise 
to take no steps looking to amendment 
of the anti-trust act until the effective­ 
ness of that statute was disclosed by 
a decision of the supreme court in the 
Standard Oil and tobacco cases. A de­ 
cision in the latter case may be hand­ 
ed down in the spring. 
It will then be determined whether 
the administration shall recommend 
further legislation looking to more ef­ 
fective governmental control of corpo­ 
rations engaged in a commerce be­ 
tween the states. 
The whole subject of trust legisla­ 
tion was considered at the conference 
between the president and the Minne­ 
sota senator. T'he report made by 
Senator Nelson last winter on the civic 
federation bill—that had the support 
of President 
Roosevelt—was given j 
attention. 
Mr. Nelson believes that in the main ‘ 
President Taft’s recommendations for i 
amendments of the railroad rate a c t! 
would make that law more effective. j 
The president’s programme in this re- j 
gard was fully outlined by him in a 
number of his speeches in the West.

Federal Employes Paid by the 


Sugar Trust 


New York, Dec. 2.—The fruitful op­ 
portunity for fraud in the haste and 
bustle of the enormous business done 
daily on the Williamsburg docks of 
the American Sugar Refinin; com­ 
pany was what the government sought 
to bring out in the prosecution of the 
six former employes of the company 
now on trial charged with defrauding 
the government by underweights. 
David Gragner, a customs inspector 
and once an assistant weigher, testi­ 
fied that at a busy time two trucks a 
minute passed over a single set of 
scales, or eight to the minute on the 
four sets in use there for every hou>* 
of the day. 
Each truck weighed half 
a ton and each half ton, the govern­ 
ment will contend, was weighed thir­ 
teen pounds short by the secret ma 
nipulations of government employes, 
who, it is charged, were paid cash by 
the sugar company for the evasion of 
customs duties. If the game ran prop­ 
erly the government stood to lose its 
dues on 5,880 pounds of sugar every 
hour.

rolled across the scales the checker 
who stood next the weigher wras too 
busy, sa5d Gragner, to watch him.

President Hawley, of the Switch­ 
men’s Union Give Their Ver­ 
sion of the Strike 
Frank T. Hawley, president of the 
switchmen’s 
committee, 
has 
is­ 
sued the following statement, telling 
why the men decided to strike: 
“In connection with the switch­ 
mens’ movement, I desire to state 
that in order to obtain a conference 
with the managers* committee at St. 
Paul, the regular course was pursued 
and the conference began on Nov. 
19, 1909, and on that 
date an ar­ 
rangement was made for the switch­ 
men's committee to present the prop­ 
ositions to the managers, which they 
desited to have adopted. 
On the 
22d, the committee seeing the pecu­ 
liar position of the managers in re­ 
fusing concessions on the important 
issues, issued a circular letter to all 
points in the Northwest territory, ad­ 
vising the members that, as they 
had voted previously and the com­ 
panies had made no concessions on 
Nov. 30, at 6 p. 
rn., 
they 
would 
strike. 
“In the last conference with the 
officials a proposition was presented 
to the switchmen's committeee rec­ 
ommending arbitration for the four 
propositions, which the switchmen’s 
committee objected to. 
Then it was 
agreed to ask tot' mediation and con­ 
ciliation, and a joint telegram was 
sent by Mr. Rawn, chairman of mana­ 
gers’ committee and Mr. Hawley, to 
Messrs. Knapp and Neill at Wash­ 
ington, D. C., who compose the med­ 
iation board, asking their presence 
in St. Paul. 
While the circular let­ 
ter bad been issued prior to this, 
there was no reason why that fact 
should be made known to the offi­ 
cials, as the privilege of sending the 
letter was peculiarly the property 
of the switchmen, and they were in 
no manner bound to disclose their 
actions to the employers. 
Mediators on Scene. 
“When the mediators reached here 
a copy of the circular letter was hand­ 
ed to them, so th at they would know 
w hat the switchmen’s committee had 
done. 
It was not necessary to notify 
the managers directly, since the in­ 
formation was given to the mediators 
and direct communication between 
the managers and switchmen 
had 
ceased when the mediators began. 
There is no one regrets the strike 
more than the committee of switch­ 
men, and had the officials offered any­ 
thing satisfactory the information 
would at once have been imparted 
to the men interested; but as there 
was nothing for the switchmen in 
the Northwest to do but 
exercise 
their constitutional rights, and this 
they have done to a man. 
We real­ 
ize the inconvenience which a strike 
at this time will cause to the public, 
but the responsibility does not lie 
with the switchmen, as they only 
asked for that which 
was 
justly 
theirs: 
First an increase in wages, 
which was denied positively, and, 
second, the abolition of overtime and 
Sunday work as far as possible. 
The 
switchmen’s 
committee 
recognizes 
the fact that some Sunday work must 
be done and that some overtime must 
be worked, but recently it is becom­ 
ing the practice to work nearly all 
Sunday's and to work nearly all the 
switchmen overtime. 
They do not 
want the overtime and ask that a 
penalty be placed on both conditions, 
believing that it would be the means 
of very materially diminishing it. 
Strike Forced on Them 
“They asked for a modification of 
the physical examination and age 
limit requirements, which, in 
our 
judgement, is 
only 
right. 
These 
conditions have been particularly re­ 
fused, hence the strike of switchmen. 
We would rather have settled these 
m atters amicably, as our purpose is 
to choose measures of peace rather 
than hostility, therefore ask the pub­ 
lic to understand that the strike is 
forced on us at this time. 
“ We have advised every member 
that, from the moment the strike be­ 
gins, he must keep ^away from the 
company’s property, obey the law, 
commit no act of violence, nor do 
anything that will reflect discredit­ 
ably upon himself or the organiza­ 
tion conducting the strike. 
“ We also insist upon the strikers 
strictly abstaining from any intoxi­ 
cants, and, while this in a great 
sense may seem unnecessary, owing 
to the remarkable degree of sobriety 
observed by the members 
of 
the 
Switchmen’s union, yet wre feel that 
it is their duty to have a clear head 
at such a time.

“ I don’t care w hat anybody says 
about the fire,” said O’Leary, in an­ 
sw ering the pasto r’s statem en t and 
destroying the Chicago tradition. “ My 
parents are dead and can't defend 
them selves against this milk punch 
slander, but I’ll speak out and plainly, 
too. 
“T h at story about the cow kicking 
over th e lam p w as the monum ental 
fake of the last century. 
I know w hat 
I’m talking about when I say th a t the 
fire was caused by spontaneous com­ 
bustion in th e hayloft.”

OF 
TEMPERANCE 


Seriously Affects 
Revenues of the 
Government. 
W ashington, Dec. 2.—The spread of 
the temperance wave throughout the 
country has had a serious effect upon 
the revenues of the government. 
Ac­ 
cording to the annual report of the 
com m issioner 
of 
internal 
revenue, 
the receipts from taxes on whisky 
were $5,509,831 less in the fiscal year 
of 1909 than in the preceding year, 
and on ales and beers, $2,444,183 less. 
Apparently, if th e figures are any in­ 
dication, the d rin k ers turned to tobac­ 
co for solace in th e ir deprivation, for 
th e revenues from th a t source in­ 
creased during th e sam e period $2,- 
024,423. 
T he largest increase was in 
chewing and pipe tobacco. $1,478,875, 
and 
the revenue from cigarets in­ 
creased $722,912. 
The total revenues 
am ounted to $246,212,719, of which 
$128,315,181 cam e from spirits, $56,- 
303,496 from ferm ented liquors, and 
$51,887,187 from tobacco. 
The cigaret h ab it is steadily grow ­ 
ing, despite the efforts of legislatures 
in some of the states. 
T here were 
6,068,291,908 sm oked in the past fiscal 
year, an increase of 703,087,278 over 
th e am ount consum ed in 1908. 
At the 
sam e time, th e re w as a decrease of 
152,185,830 in th e num ber of cigars 
smoked and an increase of 24,647,925 
pounds of sm oking and chewing to 
bacco consumed. 
T he snuff habit alae 
seem s to be growing. 
The com m issioner estim ates thai 
the receipts from the taxes on corpora 
tions will produce $15,000,000 in 191C 
and $52,000,000 in 1911.
